Quill successor,, The Prohssiona 
Adventure Writer, followed olorg 
with a batch oF less successful 
programs. The enthusiasts" wishto 
create their own masterpiece wos 
satisfied, and the market wos 
flooded with homegrown 
adventure; of a quality which hdi 
improved with time. 

At the same time however, most 
software houses concluded friat 
adventures don't sell anymore; 
RPGs ore the "fashion* nowadays, 
arid 16-bit at that. Which is why 
you're not likely to see any new 
Spectrum adventures at your local 
computer shop, even on budget 
labels. The home, or heart, of 
Spectrum adventuring, therefore, 
ires in the vivid imcginctions of me 
adventure enthusiast 

Are we to throw the loweJ in? Is 
this the end — when all we have left 
are 'ordinary' Spectrum enthusiasts 
who produce adventures, from ttheir 
own homes, in their spore time? 1 

Actually, the apposite is the case. 
Only a handful or exceptional 
adventures on the Spectrum werre 
from big software houses. !v\ajoir 
features associated with adventures 
produced by the big boys are biugs 
and poor design. Melbourne Hcouse 
had a bat full of bugs in The Hotbbit, 
ioro* of tfie- Rings and Sherlock, 
level 9 had a batch in Gnome 
Ranger and Claws of Despair Uram

importantly value for money yoou 
need to look no further than tne » 
independently produced,

After an introduction, Gil asks 
how you want to present your 
gome, Text or graphics? Then the 
book delves into how to obtain your 
ideas, after which a number of plot 
elements are discussed .such as 
puzzles, weapons, apparel, mazes 
and so on. Then he discusses 
dhoraeters, their actions, etc, 
followed by a chapter on 
developing and resting your game. 
He emphasises your adventure 
must; move forward to remain 
interesting, do this by giving 
rewards, hut keep the excitement at 
the game world by introducing 
anticipation — knowing something 
exciting is going to happen before it 
does odds greatly to the player's 
enjoyment A game full of surprises 
will moke the plover expect such 
happenings which, therefore, 
defeats the object. 

St/le af images, te*t and sound 
are debated and various game 
systems compared. A chapter on 
haw to publish your game talks 
about cop/protection (without the 
expense), publishing your own 
wort, going to an outside publisher 
and utilising cheat protection. After 
o more detailed look at the 
components thai form an adventure, 
Gil gives a sample transcript of one 
of hi 5 own, produced with an 
American shareware adventure 
creation utility colled AGT 
(Adventure Game Toolkit} 

Appendices include lots of usefol 
reference material such as a list of 
utilities end a bibliography There's 
a handy index at the back, too 

All in all, a well presented and 
very readable book [\2& pages, 1 1 
choptersjpacked with good advice 
lhat can be thoroughly 
recommended to any adventure 
author or anyone else who is 
thinking about creating their own

Larry Horsfield is the man behind 
r*SF AaVenlures. So for, releases 
hove been Magnetic Moon and 
Sksnhip Quesf, both three-part 
adventures for the 4$K and 1 28 K, 
wi tb the latter versions expanded 
and enhanced to take advantage ot 
the extra memory, 

Yfflj could say Larry's a typical 
independent adventure author. He 
produces his adventures from home, 
during his spare time, not to make 
millions from the soles of his games 
(no adventure authors halo such 
delusions) but for the sheer pleasure 
of creation. The first adventure he 
ever ployed was Sphinx, which 
come free with the Electron. 

*. .a good adventure, but it didn't 
have a save routine! I spent months 
on W 

But why become on adventure 
author? 

"I bought a copy of The Quill, 
which became available for the 
Electron. I read an awful lot of 



science fiction and fantasy and 
thought some of the stories would 
make a good adventure. Magnetic 
Moon islwsed on a story called 
Sargasso of Space by Andre 
Norton. Another of her stones, 
Gotactic Dereiict, formed the basis 
of Stonnrp Querf. I did Magnetic 
Moon purely for fun, I'd no intention 
of selling it. Then Hairy Bastion 
formed his Electron "Elk Adventure 
Club" and wanted ta give a free 
gome away with a subscription So I 
said that I'd redo Magnetic Moon 
for him. Then I hod ideas of a 
follow-up and wrote Storship Quest 
Both adventures were then 
converted and re wrftten, using the 
PAW, to the Spectrum" 

An awful tot of budding 
adventure authon have great 
apprehension towards any sort af 
programming. However, adventure 
utilities 

lend themselves to beginners, as 
they are quite "user-friendly" , to 
^oin a phrase. However, Larry 
advises to go for the best, right ol 
the outset Which as far as the 
Speccy is concerned, is GikorKs 
PAW. One reason for this is, "...if 
someone gave me GAC I wouldn't 
know where to start. You find if 
you're used to one utility it's very 
difficult to get to arips with another" 
I asked Larry ifne could give any 
general rules and advice to anyone 
considering writing an adventure. 

"Start simple Begin with the 
basics then, later, try something a 
bit more difficult and build on that. 
What froze a lot of people from 
using PAW is the tutorial manual It 
tries to cover too much. Also, slay 
oway from graphics. On a 48K 
Spectrum, 1&y' re jus* a waste of 
memory. When you've written the 
game get other people to plavtest it, 
at least two others. Because different 
people will try to solve the same 
adventure in different ways." 

On the subject of planning. Larry 
doesn't think anyone can plan an 
adventure from start to finish. 
Generally, yes, but not exactly. For 
the simpfe reason that you're ™olrv 
not sun* how much memory you will 
use. 

"I oUays find that I run out at 
memory because the ideas I've got 
are too big for the database, which 
is why Magnetic Moon is three parts 
and me forthcoming AxeofKoit 
fourl Then you'll find that you're 
changing puzzles, messages, etc." 1 

He also recommends you carry a 
notebook around with vou in case 
inspiration strikes! Books and films 
are a good source for puzzles. One 
area in Axe ofKotl ft inspired by 
Indiana Jones and the Temple or 
Doom, for example, 

I've played Magnetic Moon and 
Stanhip Quest and can recommend 
both, £2.50 each or £4.50 for the 
twinpack (state AoK or 1 28K).
